LINCOLN TEMPERA-TURKS 
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lndo-China« Where 'Allies' Are Foes

ON THE RED RIVER, With 


the French Navy—We left the 
lights of Nam-Dinh behind and 
chugged quietly up the great Red 
River which winds like a mon- 
strous serpent through the Ton- 
kin delta and into the sea. 


It was 4 a.m. and a full moon 


when we left Nam-Dinh. French 
garrison town. But now the moon 


was 
covered 
with dirty gray 


clouds. 
This was better since 


cruising on the Red River in 
moonlight is often fatal.

Urn-red Irom part of the trial, tho New York 
appellate court took a realistic stand. It held 
•that the heir to a $3 million fortune didn't 
Bet justice because the Jaw entitles him to 
a public trial. Whether or not he wished 
lor this unsavory publicity was not an issue. 


The high court was divided, however, on 


the right of the court to close iis doors to 
spectators. The minority opinion held that 
the courts had a right (violated by the re- 
versal of the conviction) to prevent them- 
selves from becoming a source of supply 
of "tilthy" news, to be broadcast indiscrim- 
inately. Court sessions, it contended, should 
not be "polluted wellsprings from which 
obscene material offensive to public decency 
will How without any restrirtions." New 
York laws, moreover, were said to give the 
judge a right to exclude the public in such 
case, and the trial judge in this case did 
allow certain friends of Jelke to attend the 
closed sessions as spectators, and this pro- 
vided a public trial in the meaning of the 
la\\. 


A care is still pending on behalf of sev- 


eial newspapers and press associations that 
tried to krcp Judge Valcnte fiori enforcing 
.his order excluding them. Two courts have 
'''he'd that fieedom of the pnss wasn't m- 


\ol\ed, and declined to rule on whether 
Judge Valente had a right to exclude the 
press, savins the question should be re- 
served for tho appeal. 


This is an old hard tough o'.iestion, for 


which a satisfactory answer is probably 
still far in the future. The gloating crowds 
tht will always flock to such an event as 
the Jelke trial are not a pretty spectacle. 
They arc a constant reminder that since 
humanity crawled up from the primeval 
ooze its members ha\ en't all advanced— 


perhaps "developed" is a better word—at a 
uniform rate. The manifestations of the 
curious taste of some of them arc as of- 
fensive to some others as arc the makers o£ 
"filthy" news themselves. 


But they are not criminals, under any 


law as yet created. The founders and de- 
velopers of the«pAmerican code, one of the 
most advanced in general, and with re- 
gard to individual human rights in par- 
ticular, were concerned that every citizen 
colliding with the law should have a fair 
trial. Legal definition of a fair trial may 
or may not coincide with public opinion at 
every point. Nevertheless its concern for 
iair play goes far beyond any incidental 
such as the possible effect of a particular 
trial on people whose right to i be present 
is considered an indispensable element of 
justice. Hence Minot Jelke stands a good 
chance of getting another trial, however 
much he might prefer not to, in that par- 
ticular. 


If that happens, the trial will almost cer- 


tainly attract the curious (in both senses) 
crowd that would have flocked in to the 
lirst one. Unless of course it can be cir- 
cumvented in some way not yet devised. 
And that itself might make the case sub- 
icct to another appeal and another decision. 
Where a public trial is considered an im- 
portant part of the democratic process, the 
courts and defendants :have small chance 
to get away from the public.

The cause is the Indo-China crisis. The

Commitments In London 


Nonetheless, the prospects were still not 


bad on April 10, when Secretary Dulles 
reached London to discuss his united ac- 
tion plan. Foreign Minister Anihcny Eden 
argued that final decision must be put off, 
until the Communists were given a chance 
1o offer an acceptable Asian settlement at 
Geneva. But he also made two important 
commitments that gave great satisfaction 
to' Dulles. 


First, Eden agreed to tho principle of 


united action to save Indo-China, if an ac- 
ceptable settlement could not be obtained 
at Geneva. 


Second, Eden put teeth in this agreement, 


by promising that Britain would join in im- 
mediate discussion of the ways and means 
of united action. This was to show the Com- 
munists that the West meant business; and 
to be ready to act if need be. 


The next fault — and a very biff fault too — 


was the sudden abandonment of Eden's 
second commitment to Dulles. Joint talks 
about the united action plan were to have 
hcffun at the State Department on April 19, 
just before Secretary Dulles' departure for 
Geneva. The representatives of Trance*, thr 
Anzus countries and the interested Asian 
nations were actually convening when tho 
word came from the British Embassy. 


The word was that the British Ambas- 
sador, Sir Roger Makins, had unfortunately 
hoen instructed not to join the discussion at 
all. Thr incipient breach was covered up 
for the time being by hastily transforming

Unfortunately, the British chose 
to be self-righteous about it. .The word was 
officially passed in London that "Dulles 
was bluffing" and that "Congress would 
never go along" with united action or any 
oth°r kind of action to save Indo-China. 
Ti.c American policy makers, "'ho have 
been in deadly earnest ever since they took 
their first grim decision five weeks ago, 
were not pleased to hear that the Foreign 
Office knew more about Congress than the 
President and Secretary of btatc of the 
United States. 
More scars were left when a British veto 


prevented American air strikes to relieve 
the historic Dien Bicn Phu garrison. Then 
the fall of Dien Bicn Phu and the total in- 
transigence of the Communist negotiators 
at Geneva brought the Anglo-American 
quarrel to its present stage. The main fea- 
ture of this stage is separate Franco-Amer- 
ican discussions of the conditions of Amer- 
ican intervention in Indo-China. Ambas- 
sador C. Douglas Dillon and Prime Min- 
ister Joseph Lanicl are doing the talking 
in Paris.

This discussion was begun by French re- 


quest. It has already led to an American 
policy decision, revealed in (he President's 
press conference, that if necessary we will 
Intervene to save Indo-China even if the 
British do not join the party. Thus the 
Anglo-American partnership is in effect in 
abeyance already.

actions, the danger that they may lead to a 
. Far Eastern war, have alarmed and outraged 


London. And in Washington, '.here is equal 
outrage and alarm over London's apparent 
willingness to accept a Far Eastern Munich 
which the American policy makers believe 
will touch off a chain reaction of catas- 
trophe for the free world.

It 
is estimated that within 10 years 80 per 
cent of our cargo and passenger ships will 
be obsolete. 


A very encouraging gesture has come 


from the administration in the form of a 
comprehensive report prepared under the 
direction of Undersecretary of Commerce 
Robert B. Murray Jr., entitled "Maritime

This report is a strong: warning and a 


strong: pica. It points out that our maritime 
policy created by the notable legislation 
of 1936 is so fundamental to the national 
interest that it should be given primary 
consideration at

time; 
that present 


world conditions require a program to

fill the policies which have been the law 
of the land since 1936; that experience in 
three wars teaches us that we must depend 
upon our own ships for our own safety; and 
that a construction program of at least 60 
ocean-going* ships a year is essential to 
maintain our shipping and shipbuilding in- 
dustry at a safe level.

The report recommends subsidies which 


would put the U.S. merchant fleet and ship- 
yards on an equal looting \vith foreign com- 
petition. Such appropriations as construc- 
tion-differential and operating-differential 
subsidies are, of course, essential. To pro- 
vide more funds for construction, it is sug- 
gested that the government sell ship mort- 
gages. To encourage shipping companies to 
retire vessels to the reserve fleet and to 
invest in new ships, the report recommends 
that accelerated depreciation for new ves- 
sels be adopted. *

The report also recommends that certain 


companies not receiving subsidies, deposit 
earnings in a construction reserve fund on 
a tax-deferred basis.

Turning from some of the recommenda- 


tions that will require legislative action, 
the Murray report presents measures re- 
quiring administrative action. Among them 
are a formal replacement of vessels, a re- 
search and development ^program, more ef- 
ficient use of men and ships in the indus- 
try, and an attempt to overcome or minimize 
the eflcct of policies and practices of cer- 
tain foreign countries which discriminate 
against American flag vessels.

Chlordaiie Advised If Bugs 
Infest Your Basement 


Many people are calling re- 


garding bugs in the basement 
Roaches and other water bugs 
seem prevalent 


Roaches usually hide during 


the day in sheltered, darkened 
places At night after all lights 
are out, they roam They may 
be found by turning on a light, 
and will run as soon as the light 
flashes on 
One way to control these in- 
sects is a 2 per cent chlordane 
spray Spray the liquid into hid- 
ing places and around the edges 
of the basement floor Spray the 
pipes and the basement drain 
Be certain to use enough spray 
to leave a good residue The in- 
sects are killeu ay coming in 
contact with the poisonous resi- 
due and will usually be found 
dead in open areas of the floor 
if the poison is working proo- 
erly The liquid material can be 
applied with a hand sprayer or 
with a brush

Dick Bro- 
dowski, now in the Army, came 
in and stood off the Yankees with 
a four-hitter in his first look at 
them. 


But Sullivan's effort was the 
most impressive of all. It was his 
first victory of the season and 
his first complete game in four 
years. Six of the nine batters he 
struck out were left handers and 
he walked only one man. 


Boston clinched the victory with 
a six-run rally in the sixth when 
11 men went to bat.
